Peery" s Diplomacy World is the most recent attempt to keep this 
pereieved Flagship Publication afloat. A huge campain was launched 
last year to rake in enough funds to cover overhead and make it possible 
to go from one printing to the next without haveing to rely an new 
subscriptions to pay for it. 

The first issue (as I see it) delt with navl power in the game. It 
was a well written series by many of the most influential peple that 
play Diplomacy. The only complaint is that borders were used on each 
page and this cut down on the amount of page space left for printing. 
As a result, the page count gave a false indication of the amount of 
con tne t .

They werealso 
prohibited from comiriiting suicide once they were surrounded, instead 
being ordered to hideand make surprise attacks on the rear areas. In 
all, this battle cost 1529 American lives with over 6000 wounded. It 
was estimated that it took almost 1600 rounds of ammuntion to kill 
each of the 10,000 defending troops.

the poll was conducted and poss ible f uture procedures • 

The TOP TEN for 1986 were x COSTAGUANA. EUR CPA EXPRESS, IT'S A T't/il! . 
PRAXIS. EXCELSIOR , DIPOI.MACY WORLD, DIPLOMACY DIGEST, THE ZINE REGISTER , 
NC FIXED ADDRESS , and MAGUS. Five of these were in the top ten last 
year, showing pood consistency over the lonp run. D iplomacy World and 
The Z ine Register are abviously hopeful votes as these two z ines are 
trying to come back from the brink of folding. Hopefully, they can 
accomplish th is , but I think that the top ten votes are a bit premature . 

The TOE FIVE Subzines were D-DAYt , HQBBYTALK! , THE f^ECAD I FLOMAT , 
ON r Y YESTERDAY, and HI GIT TVERTTA. Once again, with my limited trading 
of 7. ines , I have seen none of these . 

The TOP FIVE GM's this year were: Gary Coughlan, Marti I.arzelere 
(recently of Bee thoven * s Last ) . Dave K leiman , Jim Benes » and Andy 
T.inchett( tie) . 

THE APPALACHIAN GENERAL rose in every category this year. It placed 
20th out of 60 z ines tha t made the ma in list . (Had ten or more votes. ) 
TAG was 31st last year. It recieved 20 votes last year, while I raked 
in 31 this year . And the final score sky -rock eted from last years 
6.170 clear up to 6- 69^ this year . The votes that TAG recieved were 
very comproable to those recieved last year. The disribution changed 
ma inly in that the lowes t score rec ieved this year was a h ins t ead of 
the 3 from last year . And the number of 1 0 * s increased by a f ac tor of 
over two , sol must be pleasing some people ■ The preference score alf;o 
increased . When compared to the other 59 £ ines in the poll , TAG d ef er- ted 
31 of them, lost to 25 • and tied 3 others. 

In the GM Poll* I came in 15th. This was a rise of two places, not 
bad cons ider ing the qual i ty of the GM ' s in the hobby . This year . the 
top 23 GM's managed to score higher than 8.0 on a 10.0 top scale.
